‘HE DESTRUCTION AND SACKING OF SCIO. 
BY REV. J. C. 8. ABBOTT. 
Scio was one of the largest, richest and most beautifu 
‘ands of the Grecian Archipelago. [t contained, at 
‘€ commencement of the Greek revolution, 120,000 in- 
abitants. Extensive commerce had brought to the isl- 
bid the treasures of the East ant the West, and her op- 
‘ent families, refined in manners by European travel, 
tod with minds highly cultivated, afforded the most in- 
ili ge nt and fascinating society of the East. Schools 
Pourished on the island, and richly endowed colleges 
“re crowded with Grecian youth. ‘The traveller, lur- 
y the moonlight of that gorgeous clime to an even- 
ng Stroll through the streets of Scio, heard from the 
‘Wellings of the wealthy Grecks the tones of the piano 
‘Ml guar, touched by fingers skilled in all polite accom- 
psliments, Many of these families were living in the 
*yment of highly cultivated minds and polished 
“Hhers, rendered doubly attractive by all the establish- 
‘nts of wealth, 
he Grecian revolt extended to this island, and Sul- 
‘0 Mahamoud resolved upon signal vengeance. He 
‘oclaimed to all the desparadoes of the Bosphorus that 
“habitants of Scio, male and female, with all their 
Sessions, were to be entirely surrendered to the ad- |

was received with a welcome. In this way a reinforce- 
ment of about ten thousand assassins, the very refuse 
of creation, were collected, and other thousands follow- 
ed on in schooners, and sloops, and fishing boats, swell- 
ing the number to fifteen thousand men, to join in the 
sack and the carnage. The fleet dropped down the 
Bosphorus amid the acclamations of Constantinople, 
Pera and Scutari, and the reverberation of the parting 
rolled along the shores of Europe and of Asia: 

It was a lovely afternoon in the month of April, 1822, 
when this fleet was seen on the bosom of the A£gean, 
approaching Scio. It anchored in the bay, and imme- 
diately vomited forth upon those ill-fated shores the mur- 
derous hordes collected for their destruction. Who can 
imagine the hortors of the night which ensued? This 
brutal mob, phrenzied with licentiousness and rage, 
were let loose with unrestrained liberty, to glut their 
vengcance. The city wag fired in every direction. In- 
discriminate massacre ensued. 

Men, worten and children were shot down without 
mercy. Every house was entered ,—every apartment 
was ransacked. The cimitar and pistol of the Turk 
were everf where busy. The frantic crics of the per- 
ishing rose above the roar of exploding artillery and 
musketry, and the clamor of the onset. Mothers and 
daughters in their despair rushed into the flames of 
their burning dwellings. And thus, for six» dreadful 
days and nights, did the work of extermination contin- 
ue, tillthe city and the island of Scio were a heap of 
ruins, 

Several thousand of the youth of both sexes were 
saved tobe sold as slaves, The young men taken from 
the literary seclusion and intellectual refinement of the 
College of Scio, were sold to the degrading servitude of 
hopeless bondage. ‘The young ladies taken from the 
parlors of their opulent parents, from the accomplish- 
plishments of highly cultivated life, and who had visit- 
ed the refined circles of London and Paris, who had 
been brought up as delicately, says an English writer, 
“ as luxuriantly, and almost as intellectually, as those 
of the same classes among ourselves, became the pro- 
perty of the most ferocious and licentious outcasts of 
the human race.” It is said that forty-one thousand were 
thus carried into slavery. For wecks and months they 
were sold through all the markets of the Ottoman em- 
pire, like slaves in the South, or cattle in the shambles. 

As the fleet returned to Constantinople from its mur- 
derous excursion, the whole city was on the alert to 
witness the triumphant extrance, As the leading ship 
rounded the point of land, which brought it into view 
of the whole city, many captured Greeks were seen 
standing on deck, with ropes round their necks, and 
suddenly they were strung up to the bowsprit and yard 
arms, struggling inthe agonies of death. And thus, 
as ship after ship turned the point, the struggling forms 
of dying men swung in the breeze. These were the 
horrid ornaments and trophies of barbarian triumphs. 
In view of them, the very shores of the Bosphorus seem- 
ed to be shaken by the explosion of artillery, and by 
the exulting shouts of the millions of inhabitants who 
thronged the streets of Constantinople, Pera and 
Scutari. 


These outrages, however, terminated the sway of the 
Turk over the Greek. They aroused through all Eu- 
rope an universal cry of horror and detestation, The 
sympathy of the people was so intense, that the govern- 
ments of England and France could no longer refuse to 
interfere, Their fleets allied with that of Russia. The 
Turkish navy was annihilated at Navarino, and Greece 
was free, 





A FIGHT IN THE DARK. 

Ainsworth’s Magazine contains a thrilling account of 
a “ fight in the dark,” said to have taken place in Fior- 
ida, between a certain Colonel, who had acquired a re- 
putation of being “ a first rate shot,” and a surgeon in 
the army. ‘The parties met in a liquor store, where the 
Colonel, anxious to display his prowess, “ fastened a 
quarrel” upon the surgeon. ‘The bystanders interfered, 
but finding reconciliation impossible, it was determined 
that the landlord should give them the use of a large 
empty room, and allow every window to be closely 
blocked up with shutters or boards—that each should 
be divest of his clothing and armed with a brace of pis- 
tols and a bowie-knife, and then let into the room, and 
commence the work of butchery, at a signal to be given 
by those on the outside. ‘he subsequent sccene is thus 
described : 


All things being ready, the door, which had,cautious- 
ly been kept closed, to prevent the interior of the place 
fiom being seen by the duellists, was opened, and they 
entered the room of death together. The old man, 
whose fiiend one of them was, wept in silent bitterness, 
but by an involuntary action, as the young man passed 
out of his sight, evide.tly besought heaven to assist the 
insulted and the innocent. The door was closed. The 
time-keeper drew out his watch, and k2pt his eyes stead- 
ily fixed upon it. ‘The assembled party employed that 
briet period in offering and accepting (in whispers) bets 
of from one to five hundred or more dollars, as to the re- 
sult. According to sporting phrase, “ the Colonel was 
the favorite,” though the backers of neither one nor the 
other appeared inclined to offer very long odds. 

The time-keeper closed his watch, and gave the signal; 
at the same moment all the lights on the landing and 
staircase were extinguished, in order that no ray might 
pass through the least crevice into the inside of the 
room. 

Everybody expected, upon the giving of the signal, to 
hear the commencement of the strife; but they listened 
in dead silence to no purpose; not the remotest sound, 
even of a footstep, could be heard. And thus they wait- 
ed five minutes, and ten, and twenty, and yet the com- 
batants gave no sign, After the lapse, as near as might 





be conjectured, of half an hour or thereabouts one pistol 
was discherged ; ard although the listeners had been in 
the continued expectation of it so long, yet when it did 
come, a sudden start of surprise ran through them, as 
though each man had instantly felt that he might have 
received the contents himself.

The important subject of this territory and its 
probable bearing upon the peace and prosperity of 
our whole country, has given rise, both in and out of 
Congress, toa great deal of unnecessary talk, a vast 
amount of senseless and disgusting gasconade, and no 
small share of mercenary demagegueism. There are a 
great many men who, conscious of their utter inability 
to acquire distinction in ordinary times, or in a legiti- 
mate manner, seek every opportunity to create a_ ficti- 
tious excitement and turmoil, during which they hope 
to rise like the scum of a boiling pot. People would do 
well to recollect that all are not patriots who go to Con- 
gress, and that many prominent men, notwithstanding 
their strong protestations to the contrary, love and study 
their own individual interest and advancement, much 
more than that of their country’s. It certainly seems 
very singular that several newspapers and individuals 
who affected to regard the declarations which I made 
in favor of our rights to the whole of Oregon, a year or 
two since, as being “dangerous and erroneous,” should 
have since sufficiently sharpened their mental vision, to 
enable them to see the matter as clearly now as I did 
then, without rendering them honest enough to adimit 
their previous error, It does not require any extraordi- 
nary display of courage for an editor—who would be 
terrified half out of his meagre wits at the sight of an 
infuriated lobster—to sit down by a good coel fire and 
scribble, while sipping whiskey punch, a number of 
fierce and warlike paragraphs. ‘here are many men, 
too, who make terrible speeches in Congress at the rate 
of eight dollars a day and the chances of notoriety, that 
would be seiznd with a sertes of ague fits if they had to 
pass through the first preliminaries of the awful con- 
test into which their rash and wicked demagogueism 
may involve their country, 

That there is the most distant prospect of war be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain at the pre- 
sent time, 1 have not the slightest idea; and that such 
an event can be speedily brought about, unless it is 
done by the most culpable folly on the part of some of 
those to whose care the destinies of the two nations is 
confided, is equally improbable. ‘The whole matter had 
its origin in a petty game which several third rate men 
are endeavoring to successfully play for the Presiden- 
tial succession in 1848, It should be the sacred duty 
of prominent public men to correct, and give tone to, 
vascilating and diseased public sentiment, instead of 
servilely bending to suit it. ‘They should soothe and en- 
deavor to curb the stormy passions and reckless impul- 
ses of the thoughtless multitude, and not seek to inflame 
them. Now painfully humiliating it is, then, to see so 
many time-serving popularity-seekers in our highest le- 
gislative halls, ready, and anxious even, to sacrifice the 
best interests of their country on the altar of their own 
mercenary ambition. Nothing has occurred between 
the two countries, in relation to this territory, during 
the last two or three years, calculated in the most re- 
mote manner to give us any just cause of dissatisfac- 
tion—« fact that renders the new fangled patriotism of 
these who, until recently, seemed scarcly conscious of 
the existence. of Oregon, rather questionable in the 
minds of even the most charitable people. John Quincy 
Adams, who called upon Queen Victoria, “ in the name 
of her renowned ancestors,” to “ put a stop tothe An- 
nexation of Texas,” has the modesty to suppose he can 
atone for the vascillation, toryism and treason of a 
whole life consecrated at every stage to the support of 
British interests and institutions, and censistently sub- 
servient to British influence, by now raising the clap- 
trap cry of immediate war with England. In this, 
however, he will find himself sadly mistaken: it will 
require a more powerful hobby to ride him into the af- 
fections of the country he has so repeatedly and grossly 
slandered and outraged. 


What a glorious contrast is afforded te the pettifog- 
ging course of these miserable and unprincipled mounte- 
banks, by the noble, dignified and righteous position 
assumed by that mental giant and spotless patriot, John 
C. Calhoun. When a series of gross and unjustifiable 
insults were wantonly cast upon our flag previous to 
the last war, he was found manfully deferding the hon- 
or of his country, and was the recognized leader of the 
war party. War then was necessary to vindicate the 
violated honor of the nation, but it would sadly trouble 
some of those who are now seized with such a violent 
war fever, to account satisfactorally for their conduct 
during that trying period. We have good cause to be 
proud of such statesmen as John C. Calhoun. He 
loves his country as a fond and high-toned father .does 
his children :—while his heart and hopes are wrapt up 
in her glory and prosperity, he would rather see her re- 
sist to annihilation, than basely purchase peace at the 
slightest sacrifice of national honor. This is the true 
American feeling— it is in strict accordance with jus- 
tice, reason, and the advanced spirit of the age in which 
we live. While things remain as they are, every year 
adds to our strength, and increases the weakness of the

war in relation to a section of country, into the 
and permanent possession of which we are coming as 
fast as the present facilities and encouragement to emi- 
igration will permit. We may possibly lose the terri- 
tory for ever by the commencement of ill-advised hos- 
tilitizs-—whereas it is utterly impossible for us to gain 
anything. 

It is not many years since an armed band of hirelings, 
under command of the authorised officers of the British 
crown, invaded our territory at Schlosser, murdered a 
number of our citizens in their sleep on board the steam- 
boat Caroline, which was the private property of our 
citizens, shot an American dead on his own free soil— 
an outrage which no other nation on earth would have 
borne with the same ignominious silence—and sent the 
said Caroline in flames, with her dead, and shrieking 
wounded, over the falls of Niagara. Here was some- 
thing worth fighting about, and upon which there would 
have been no difficulty in kindling a speedy and terrific 
blaze; ,but there were none of those patriotic outbursts 
of President-making indignation, in the production of 
which the present congressional session has already 
proved so abundantly prolific. There has not been the 
slightest explanation or satisfaction given by the Brit- 
ish Government for that unparalelled outrage, to the 
present hour. On the contrary, they have boarded and 
detained our vessels on the high seas, and kave grossly 
insulted our flag upon countless occasions since, with 
the same impunity, without exciting the warlike pro- 
pensities of those who are now so eager to fight fora 
territory, of which no one seems particularly disposcd 
to deprive us. Had Congress adopted the plan which 
I proposed two or three years ago, there would now 
have been an army of landed freemen in Oregon, which 
all the crowned despots on earth could not drive from their 
own fields and firesides. Contrast that plan of mine, 
with the wild, fruitless and demoralizing schemes which 
have lately been advocated in Congress. I proposed 
that the Government should pay the expense of settling 
from five to ten thousand families in Oregon, and that 
all the land should be perpetually made free to actual 
settlers, so long as they choose to remain upon and cul- 
tivate it. Had this been done at the time, the only cost 
of settling and ‘successfully defending the territory for 
ever, would have been this first comparatively trifling 
outlay ; or if itisdone even now, it will effect more 
good than all the hireling armies we can send there, 

Look at it, fellow workingmen! It will cost mere to 
send such an army as they call for, into Oregon, and to 
sustain it while there for one year, than would suflice to 
make happy freeholders, and brave defenders 01 all the 
poor unemployed mechanics and laborers in the Union, 
The establisliment of a large standing army and navy 
would of course provide a countless number of fat offi- 
ces for the tyrannical upstarts connected with our bas- 
tard aristocracy. It would also afford ample opportu- 
nity to every unprincipled demagogue in the country to 
fatten on desolation, and fill his coffers with unholy 
gold, stolen from the people through the subtle agency 
of “ Government contracts,” which 
ninety-nine out of a hundred cases by the most dis- 
graceful bargaining and bribery; but what particular 
advantage is to be derived by the honest and illy-com- 
pensated producers of ow country from all this, lam 
sadly at a loss to conjecture. 

If 1 were to be guided entirely by my unquenchable 
detestation of the British Government, I should be in 
favor of a war with England under any circumstances; 
or if I followed my insatiable love of excitement, I do 
not know that I would be much opposed to a war with 
any power; but when I contemplate the dreadful conse- 
quences which such a war at the present time is cerlain 
to entail upon those engaged in it, to say nothing of 
others which are at least highly probable, I feel con- 
strained, in duty to my fellow men, to raise my voice in 
favor of peace, until something more important and de- 
serving of respect, than the advancement and aggran- 
dizement of mercenary, corrupt, and wickedly hypocrit- 
ical demagogues, shall call for war. I should consider 
no sacrifice too great, when made in defence of our 
rights, our national honor, or for the elevation of op- 
pressed humanity ; and I trust and hope the day is far 
distant when we shall be found sufficiently silly and ser- 
vile to assume the awful responsibility of willingly en- 
tering upon a fierce and sanguinary struggle upon any 
other ground. It is no very difficult thing to see 
through the real motives which actuate these pretended- 
ly pugnacious Congressmen, Senators, and Cabinet 
members,

exception of being minus a number of the most light 
and valuable articles. Well, what of all this? Who 
can state with any degree of certaitity, the secret mo- 
tives by which Charlick (if not the others) was actuated. 
He asserts, and what right have we, in the absence of 
positive proof to the contrary, to doubt the naked word 
of an Alderman, that his sole object in thus swindling - 
No, not swindling—what am I talking about ?—in thus 
overcharging emigrants, was simply to preserve them 
from making beasts of themselves. The clear and for- 
cible manner in which he supports this position, by ar- 
gument, entirely falsifies the malignant charge of his 
jealous enemies, that he is a man of no intellect, and 
conclusively shows what may reasonably be expected 
from his far seeing wisdom when placed in his legiti- 
mate position, the United States Senate.

To the Editor oy the Subterranean : 

Sin, —T he followirg dialogue, which is verbally and 
literally correct, will depict more strongly, and in more 
vivid colours, than any thing I could myself present to 
the people, the deplorable condition to which, not only 
the city, but the state of society, is reduced, by the per- 
cious agency of the thieves, robbers, murderers, pick- 
pockets, defaulters, financiers, and loafers, who possess 
the present, and aspire to the future, government of our 
city. This combination of villains is, with ludicrious 
facetiousness, termed demecracy ; but, it is as far re- 
moved from genuine democracy, which is coeval with 
the existence of man, as the diamond is from charcoal, 
The sable opaqueness of the one bears no resemblance 
to the transparent brilliancy of the other. The former 
is the spurious, the deleterious, the veral democracy of 
Owen Mae Colgan, drunken Abe Wright, pufling An- 
drew Tombs, and Hen Acker, the black-hearted, he-goat 
of Brooklyn; the other is the pure, the patric tic, the 
sublime, t:e disinterested democracy of Washington, of 
Jeif-vson, of John C. Calhoun, who abominated corrup- 
tion, and were the ornaments of their country. 

The characters in this dialogue are the distinguished 
and highly poetical Nailey M’Auley, immortalized 
through tle columns of the world-renowned Sub.; and 
the other, a free-spoken, sensible man, named Alexander 
Iriel, but of rather limited information. Nailey is con- 
sequently the principal speaker, ard his word may be 
implicitly depended on! He is a person that attends to 
no business, but amuses himself with collecting and re- 
tailing news; hence his information is varied, and his 
knowledge of current events, accurate and extensive. J 
shrunk myself up to the “dwarfish elphin size,” and 
placed a foot upon each of their shoulders, as they stood 
«gainst the Llack wall, opposite Nuiley’s house, when 
the dialogue began thus : 

A.ex’x.—Mr. M’Auley, have you heard any news a- 
bout the great Emerald Ball, that took place at the Mil- 
itary Garden, on Wednesday last; there was, I am told, 
« vast multitude of people at it, and they collected an 
immense sight of money 7? 

Naitey.—I heard a great deal about it, and very little 
that I liked. ‘This is a very wicked generation, Alick ; 
the people here have neither piety, religion, nor morali- 
ty; every kuave can make money, and every loafer is a 
politician. 

A.—That is very true, Nailey; but what did you 
lear that displeased you ? 

N.—Well, in the first place, | am credibly informed, 
by an eyetwitness, that, in the very midst of the festivi- 
ties, a ruffian and quandam rowdy companion in iniqui- 
ly of the notorious Sam Garrison's, named Punch Du- 
lon, obtruded his unwelcome presence into the ball- 
room, and bemeaned himself in the most outrageous and 
insulting manner; immediately upon his entranco, he 
commenced making indccorous remarks upon the dress 
of this lady, on the person of that, on the gait of a third, 
and on the carriage of a fourth, &c.; and, at last, his 
language became so obscene and offensive, that several 
of the commitiee were, from respect to themselves and 
the company, compelled, by necessity, to request him to 
retire, as his shameless conduct could not be tolerated 
any longer. This remonstrance, instead of exciting any 
sense of decency, or self-respsct, in the callous libertine, 





only stimulated his ferocity ; he aimed several blows at 
the by-standing gentlemen, who were, at length, obliged 
to hand him over to the officers who had charge ot the 
door, amidst the wildest execrations against the vile 
Irish, These order-loving officers, who witnessed, with 
philosophic calmness, this whole outrageous scene, with- 
out ever attempting to interfere, instead of lodging him 
snugly in Mr. Pelletrean’s ratlery, vulgarly called the 
“cells,” very politely hired acab to convey him home; 
and there that disgraceful affair ended, hushed up for 
ever. 

A.— Dear me, Mr. M’Auley, can that be true; I nev- 
er heard a word of it before? But where was Owen 
Mac Colgan Esq., John Sweeney Esq., Morthy Riordon 
Esq., and the other great Esqs., and politicians, that fig- 
ure so largely through Brooklyn at elections and prim- 
ary meetings ? 

N.— Pshaw! Mean, venal, mercenary skunks ; they 
have not all together, among them, the size of a mus- 
quitos eye of principle, honor, or honesty; mere flash- 
in-the-pan upstarts; if they can suck-in the ignorant 
and unsuspecting, that is their look out. Besides Owen 
was differently employed. You know Owen is a wid- 
ower. I will tell you a little about Owen’s fooleries that 
night, Alick; listen. There is a certain young genile- 
man (by courtesy) who is employed in an extensive 
dry-good store, and who passes himself for a French 
amateur, upon his travels. He lately married a very 
beautiful gir!, and he naturally felt proud, no doubt, to 
appear with her at the ball. ‘They did appear; and, 
during the dancing of the first cotillion, the lady attract- 
ed the attention of old Owen, so much, that he immedi- 
ately inquired of the soi-disant French gentleman, who 
the lady was with whom he had been dancing. Mon- 
sieur najvely replied, ma soeur, Owen requested the 
favor of her hand, which was politely granted; and he 
quitted net her company, until he had danced the Polka 
with her six times in succession; you know the Polka 
is Owen’s favorite dance! At the conclusion, the lady 
informed Owen, after some little private conversation, 
that she was the liege lady of the curiously-mustached 
gentleman, from whom he had asked the favor of her 
company. Owen seemed cut considerably, at this piece 
of intelligence, and shrunk back, into a remote corner, 
too evidently chagrined to exhibit any more during the 
night. I called in his tavern, once since, to get a glass 
of root-beer, and I found him pacing the floor, apparent- 
ly in deep melancholy, and humming to himself, Moore’s

Now, I ask you, Mr. Friel, what good you could ex- 
pect from an old fool of that stamp ? 

A.—None, Mr. M’Auley, none; I never thought he 
had so little sense; but these pretenders always betray 
themselves socner or later. 

N,— Well, you need not be surprised that the ruffian 
Duflon, escaped with impunity; for the officers, who re- 
ceived $5 a piece for their services, will, no doubt, be 
laughing in their sleeve, at the gullibility of the mush- 
room Esqrs.; and as for John Sweeny Esq., instead of a 
star upon his breast, he might more appropriately wear 
a death’s-head and cross-bones, and the “ pelice”’ bible, 
than a slar, 

A.—True; the Sweeney’s were always lick-spittles ; 
I mind to see John barefooted, ringing a hand-bell thro’ 
the streets of Derry, before his father, a regular sucker 
after Sir George Hill, and who signed for the ‘ Union” 
too! But what has become of friend Fitch, this long 
time 7 

N.—Who, Francis B, Fitch? Why, that loafer is a 
friend to nobody but himself. When he and his family 
were actually starving, and neither Henry C. Murphy, 
his brother-in-law, nor one of the mushroom aristocracy
